Learning and Labor 


Oberlin College, originally conceived as a 
fertility clinic, was founded in 1833 after 
the site was discovered by James T. 

Kirk, a revivalist preacher. Kirk knew he 
was looking for a special place to en- 
camp. The fateful moment of decision 
came when, after having finished a picnic 
lunch, Kirk was startled — indeed, fright- 
ened beyond his capacity to control his 
own bowels — by the sudden descent of a 
bear, which had remained 
quietly perched in the tree 
above him through the 
duration of his meal (which, 
it may as well be noted, 
was very boisterous) with- 
out harming him or trying to 
commandeer his sand- 
wiches. It was immediately 
apparent to Kirk that this 
would be a good place to 
found his clinic. 


In gratitude to the powers 
that had sent him this sign, 
Kirk shot the bear and had 
another picnic. Later he 
would return to this spot in the company 
of a band of fierce and feisty Christians 
known by the neighbors for their uncon- 
ventional choice of dress and late-night 
yodeling; these were the first “Obies”. It was also at this time that Kirk commissioned the Oberlin 
Monument, now known as “Fred Starr's Phallus”, which he plunged into the earth with all the fury 
and passion of a man stranded in 19th century Ohio. 


Kirk’s courage and vision ordained Oberlin’s mission through the next two centuries, and his story 
continues to remind us of the institutional values we hold dear. The unconventional dress of 
those first brave pioneers and the proud commitment to music as well as other forms of high 
culture influence us still, and Oberlin historians think back fondly of the first Oberlin Orchestra 


performance, with guest artist Tribe 8. 


More importantly, perhaps, the laissez faire attitude Kirk took with the native peoples paved the 
way for Oberlin’s historic appreciation and even celebration of differences, as we hear in the 


refrain of the early 1900’s spiritual: 


“We thank ye, James T. 

for our wondrous relations with the natives 

only, damn it, we should have christianized the bastards 
like at Dartmouth.”
